Bradley at Idle Hour Farm for the 1909 cam- 
paign begin with the letter B. The older horses 
are Bad News. Black Mary. Better Days and Bello. 
The two-year-olds, four in number, are Billiard Ball, 
ch. c. liy Jean Bereand — Miss Jordan, by Sir Dixon: 
Bonnie Brick, ch. f. by Cactus II. — Piccola (dam of 
Bucket Brigade), by Fonso; Bougainvillaea, eh. 1. 
by Gold Heels — Sister Annette, by Hindoo, and Bro- 
ken Ties. ch. c. by Lamplighter — Rose Mary Kail", 
by Mirthful. Billiard Ball and Broken Ties are the 
first foals of their dams, both of which were speedy 
mares. Bougainvillaea is the second foal of Sister 
Annette, her first being Clear Rock, by Rensselaer, 
now a three-year-old and still a maiden. In 11 
naming of Broken Ties there is an expression of 
feeling for a departed friend. Rose Mary Kane was 
named for the daughter of the late Hugli Kane of 
Texas, who was one of Mr. Bradley's closest friends 
These horses are all doing well. They will be brought 
to the local track from the farm in a day or two and 
will race at the Lexington spring meeting, then 
at Louisville and then at the New York meetings. 

Tile other iiorses in training at the farm are J 
L. McGinnis' three — Frank Gill. Spellbound and the 
two-year-old bay filly. Inspired, by Lamplighter, tint 
of Inspiration — in charge of trainer Smith.

TRAINER RALPH BLACK IS DEAD. 



Ralph Black, well known to racing, died at 
Sheepshead Bay Sunday. 

1 Mr. Black was identified particularly with the 
steeplechase side of tlie sport and trained mam- 
horses that gained distinction across country for J 
M. Crosby and later the late R. C. Hooper of Bos- 
ton. who raced in the name of Mr. Obamlilet. 

Mr. Black years ago owned a sales stable in Bos- 
ton. his specialty being hunters, and many a good 
one lie sold to members of tlie Brookline Country 
Club. He drifted naturally into the training of 
steeplechasers and was a familiar figure aliout all 
eastern traces for the past dozen years.

PASSING OF A GREAT RIDER. 



Some Features of the Successful Career of the Late 
William Hayward. 



When William Hayward joined his ancestors a 
few days ago, a man passed away that at one time 
was deemed ineontestihiy the best joekey of tlie 
United States. He was not “Old BilP* Hayward 
then, hut was a slender, thin-viaaged young fellow 
of good intelligence and a master in tlie saddle. 
Hayward was English born and acquired bis educa- 
tion in horsemanship in the stable of the famous 
old-time trainer. Mat Dawson. It was from there 
that M. H. Sanford secured him and brought him 
to this country to ride such grand racers as Preak- 
< ami Monarchist. English jockeys were fashion- 
able with our owners then, and besides Hayward, 
such aide riders as George Barbee, “Cottontop” 
Hughes and “Polly” Feakes came over nnd enjoyed 
mnch popularity with patrons of racing in tlie late 
sixties and through the 'seventies. But among 
them all. natives anil foreigners. Hayward was liest. 
and his supremacy was nor threatened until Jimmy 
McLaughlin. Snapper Garrison and Isaae Murphy 
leveloped. Even then, and practically to the end 
of his riding days, he was a formidable antagonist 
to the liest of the new selmol of riders. 

Mr. Sanford, a remarkable man In many ways, 
was Hayward's employer for from eight to ten 
rears and subsequently lie rode for the senior August 
Belmont. Pierre Lori Hard and owners of lesser note. 

irrying off the Futurity of ISP2 on Morello when 
that great colt won for Frank Van Ness. In all 
his relations lie was regarded with respect ami con- 
fidence and. while somewhat reserved, was popular 
with his fellow riders. He brought up his son, 
William. Jr., in his calling, but he lacked the skill 
of his father and gained more success as a trainer 
for Stephen and John Sanford, of Amsterdam. N. Y. 
Of late years Hayward led a quiet life as a respected 
farmer in New Jersey and was the possessor of a 
pee table competence.

TO EXPEDITE KENTUCKY APPEAL CASE. 



Cincinnati. O., April 13. — Steps have been taken 
to hasten fiual adjudication by tlie Kentucky four 
of Appeals in tlie test ease to determine the status 
of tlie Latonia Jockey Club, the result of which, it 
is expected, will lie a decision by that body prior I 
the oiieniug day of tine Latonia spring meeting. May 



An agreement by attorneys for both sides was 
forwartled to Frankfort Monday, providing for ad 
vaneing the appeal from tlie decision of Judge Hat 
lie son of the Kenton County Circuit Court, which 
held that the Kentucky State Racing Commission 
had acted without authority in revoking tlie Licensi 
of the Latonia track because bouktnaking was al 
lowed. 

It is expeetecl that the court, as a last resort, will 
render a decision within tlie next two weeks, and 
upon it will depend whether Ixiokniakiug will In- 
permitted or whether the restriction to the pari 
mutiicl system will apply to Latonia. 



AMERICAN TRAINERS AND RIDERS ABROAD. 



New York. April 13. — Jockey Sliaw writes from 
Berlin that trainer James H. McCormick has entirely 
recovered from the spell of illness which overtook 
him on his arrival at Hoppegarten. Germany. 

The handling of a string of iiorses. whose actual 
value in the matter of speed, endurance and class 
is only known through hearsay, makes the task a 
trying one. McCormick has given proof of his exec- 
utive ability as well as being a thorough horseman 
during many years on the American turf. 

Sliaw. having ridden for several seasons on the 
German courses, is familiar with, the horses now 
in McCormick’s hands, ami will lie of great lieip 
to his employer. 

When it became known that Dugan would return 
from England to this country. Walter Miller sent 
word to trainer A. J. Joyner that lie was open for 
an engagement. Joyner did not express himself a 
satisfied with the applicant. He lost no time in 
turning the offer down. 

A. J. Joyner writes from Newmarket that tlie 
weather there was particularly cold and severe for 
the early training and the horses did not shed their 
coats until much later than usual in this country 
All liis string are well, and be is looking forward 
to some successes after a while If all goes well. 



MIN IMPROVES THE TRACK 



JACKSONVILLE’S PECULIAR SANDY GOING 
MADE BETTER FOR THE HORSES. 



Earl’s Court Continues His Winning Way — Mo- 
mentum’s Victory Brings Disaster — Halifax 
Wins in a Canter. 



Jacksonville. Fla.. April 13. — The heavy shower* 
which set in after the races last night and continued 
on and off up to the running of tlie opening race 
this afternoon, bellied rather than hurt the going at 
Moncrelf Park and for the first time during the 
meeting, the sound of tlie horses' hoofs could lie 
heard as they passed the stand. Tlie traek is com- 
posed of white beach sand which packs when well 
watered and the rain was jnst what it needed. 

Favorites won three of the races, the successful 
choices t icing Earl’s Court. Water Lake and Momen- 
tum. Earl's Court’s victory was his second in suc- 
cession and it seems that John Mayberry has at last 
succeeded in solving tile secret of how to train this 
well-bred son of Kingston. In today's race Earl's 
Court simply smothered liis opponents with speed. 

Momentum's victory was not one of joy to his 
owner, .T. L. Adams, for he was forced to stand a 
* "lioost*’ to retain liis horse aud then was further 
humiliated wlieu an order came from the judges that 
in future entries made by W. C. Capps, the trainer 
of Momentum, be refused. In ills previous race 
Momentum showed a |s sir performance and was 
beaten off by some ordinary horses. Today he had 
speed galore and won under restraint. 

Tin-re were several accidents during the afternoon, 
hut. fortunately, uone of a serious nature. In the 
opening race Melino was jumped on and’ badly cut 
down on the off foreleg. The mishap will lay this 
horse on the shelf for some time. In the handicap 
David Dunlop's useful sprinter. Youthful, hied so 
badly that he had to lie pulled up. In the following- 
race Goldspiuk. a heavily hacked second choice, fell 
lame during the running and pulled up limping 
badly. In the sixth race Airship stumbled on the 
backstreteh and fell heavily. 

Much opposition was removed In the handicap 
when part of the tackle on the saddle which Sallv 
Preston carried broke. The mishap occurred directly 
after the start and probably accounted for the mare 
dropping out of contention. Halifax showed keen 
speed at all stages of the trip and won in a canter. 

Lovell rode two winners. Water Lake and Morneu- 
tum. 

At the conclusion of the present meeting Captain 
J. R. Walker will turn rite eolt. Ramble, over to 
A. W. Foulk. who will campaign him- on the Okla- 
homa circuit. 



EQUINE NECROLOGY LEST OF 1909. 



Although only three months of the current year 
have passed, the death toll among thoroughbred 
race horses has been heavy. Since the first of 
January thirty horses, some of which had already 
earned fame iu the turf world, while others were 
just beginning their careers, met death In one form 
or another. Sir Dixon, one of the most famous thor- 
oughbred sires in this country, is included amoug 
that number. This successful stallion fell and 
broke his right hip while romping iu the paddock 
at Colonel E. F. Clay’s Ruunyinede Stud in Ken- 
tucky. <m the afternoon of March 23. and was im- 
mediately destroyed. P. T. Chinn was another Ken 
tnck.v horseman to suffer a severe loss, when bis 
(Tack two-year old. A. J. Small, which had already 
given signs of exceptional promise, met with an 
untimely death during the running of the Undine 
Stakes at Oakland. Los Angeles, a great racer iu 
her day and a famous mare in the stud, the darn of 
several excellent racers, is also Included in the list, 
which is here given;

BETTING ON NEW YORK TRACKS. 



System Will Be Radically Different from Former 
Free-for-Al! Bookmaking. 



There will be no bookmnking on the New York 
track*, but from present indications there will he 
little or no interference willi individual specula- 
tion. When several important iKiiuts have beeu set- 
tled by the courts — and some decisions arc looked 
for soon — it is lielieved that the county authorities 
will lie much better informed as to the requirements 
of the Ilarl-Agnew law than they were last year. 
The popularity of racing, therefore, depends almost 
wholly u | mil the ability of the public to !>ef oil the 
horses without fear of arrest, and if there is com- 
paratively plain sailing it is predicted that the 
metropolitan tracks will soon he able to get on their 
feet. 

"In spile of the way the new law was enforced 
last year.” said a race track lawyer yesterday, “there 
L every reason to believe that mistakes were made 
which cannot he repeated. I do not lxdieve that the 
former iierseint ion of race trunk regulars will lie at- 
tempted again. Of all the alleged violators of the 
law who were arrested, searched, indicted and re- 
leased on hail in this state last season, not one has 
Ins'ii convicted, and I am reliably informed few 
will ever lie brought to trial, because of a general 
lack of evidence. The fact that various court 
rulings have shown that il is legal to make oral 
wagers, to accept them without limit, to display 
odds and sell advance information, and that for a 
man to make a private memorandum of his own 
wager is not an infraction of the law. cannot lie 
ignored hy the county authorities unless, in some 
cases, they are prompted by other motives. The 
1 1 aHAgnew law prohibits lmokmakiug. which lias 
ln'en defined as 'the act of accepting and recording 
wagers as a business.’ .lust as long as men who 
accept wagers do not record them there is no way 
in which they can he convicted of bookmaking. and 
for that reason there can he no further trouble. The 
law does not apply to the actions of the bettor and 
when it comes down to eases you’ll find that the 
bet mr can record his own transactions and ill that 
way business at the track can lie pretty safely con- 
trolled. Eminent legal authorities say that a law 
Interfering with the rights of an individual would 
he unconstitutional mid that the legislature would 
never attempt to pass sueli a measure.
